PEAS AND BEANS 


Navy bean, kidney, black, red or 
pinto beans and rice are actually vege: 
tables but they should never take the 
place of vevetables in meals. These 
beans take the place of meat in a 
lower cost diet and are a change from 
meat, but they sedly lack the vitamins 
that vegetables like carrots, string 
beans. snap or green beans, cabbage 
and other green and yellow vegetables 
give us 


Rice, macaroni and spaghettl may 
take the place of potatoes ovcas‘onally, 
thouch lack most of the vitamins that 
potatoes have. So if you have rice or 
macaroni, don't serve potatoes with it, 
but do serve another vegetable and 
meat, If you have navy beans or any 
of the others mentioned above, don't 
serve meat with them, but have an- 
other vegetable and potatoes.

Forage Crops For 1953 


A. Johnston - Range Specialist 


In planning a cropping program for 
1958 many individuals will be th nking 
of seeding down at least some land to 
forage crops. A few comments on the 
particular place of various forage spe- 
cies map therefore be useful at 
time, 

For high yielding irrigated pasture, 
a mixture composed of Brome grass 7, 
Creeping red fescued, Orchard grass 7, 
and White Dutch Clover 2, will be 
found very satisfactory. 
tablished and under good management, 
this is an excellent permanent pasture 
producing succulent forage throughout 
the season,

For alfalfa hay production, the vari 
ety Ladak should be purchased since 
it possesses some resistance to bact- 
erial wilt. Grimm has no resistance 
and may not survive more than three 
years while Ladak may be expected 
to last for about five years. 

Various forage crops are available 
for specialized purposes. Red canary 
grass, for example, can be sown on 
areas that are subject to long periods 
of spring flooding and which are not 
alkaline. On seepage areas where alk- 
ali is present, tall wheatgrass will be 
found satisfactory. This is a tall grow- 
ing, coarse perennial which makes fair- 
ly good pasture and which also makes 
a reasonably good quality hay if cut 
just at heading. 

Yall wheatgrass should be sown at 
a rate of from eight to twelve pounds 
per acre and may be drilled up to 
one inch in depth, Spring seeding is 
satisfactory but the grass can also be 
sown during early or late fall. This 
grass is quite resistant to spring food- 
ing. 

Sweet clover is also fairly resistant 
to alkali but cannot stand much flood- 
ing. It is worth consideration on alka- 
line areas which are not too wet, 

In the drier areas crested wheat- 
grass or Russian wild rye are still the 
only recommended species., Both are 
very drought resistant fairly high 
yielding under dry conditions and pro- 
vide both early spring and late fall 
pasture,
